| allowance of biscuits cooked in a porridge,

Amundsen Never Short of Food. 


Perhars the most striking contrast be- 
tween the two narratives is in the de- 
scriptions of the return trips. Scott's | 
brief story of that final halt eleven miles 
from the supplies that might have saved 
them, with food almost gone and the} 
blizzard making .further advance out of 
the question—this brief story following 
the account of the fearful cold and the 
strong head winds during the return | 
trip when they did not Know what it 
!was to have one completely fine day— 
must be read side by side with the story 
{of Amundsen’s return, which was brief, 
not because he was weak from hunger 
and exposure when he wrote it, but be- 
cause it was too placidly uneventful to 
be worth telling. Witness the paragraph 
he gave to it: | 
‘“‘On the return journey we had not a/| 
single day’s rest. We did not even rest 
on Christmas Day, but passed on, day 
| after day, through all weathers. There 
(was little that was adventurous about 
the trip, but it was very hard work.” 

The ineffaceable picture of Scott and} 
Wilson and Bowers dead from starvatioh 
in the tent must be kept, historically be- 
side Amundsen’s graphic account. 

“Of real hardships in the way of food | 
on the pole journey there were none. } 
Rather the reverse, for when my compan- | 
ions reached the ship they were almost} 
i fat, and could not eat as much as when 
they started. The dogs, too, were fat and 
that they had. lived well during the last 
{part of the journey was shown by the} 
j fact that they would hardly touch the! 
seal meat, which was lying in large quan-! 
tities about the base camp.” | 

The matter of food differs markedly in 
! the two stories. Throughout Scott’s story 
that he sent back on Jan, 3, 1912 by| 
Liettt. Evans runs a constant note of con-| 
cern abowt the supplies, which would 
probably not have appeared in Amund- 
en’s story, even had his been wriiten|! 
when the pole was still some 150 miles 
ahead of him. Scott wrote on Dec. 21, 
after the loss of a weet due to the soft | 
snow and-fearful winds: } 

“By progiamme I arranged to push on| 
from the 85th parallel with eight men} 
and 12 units of provisions, but I hope ta 
reserve a margin over this. As we stand, 
we are only half a day’s food short on 
programme and should have a_ good 
chance of getting through.” 

It was with a month’s provisions that} 
the party of five started south from 
1§7.32 degrees on Jan. with the pole 
then only a fortnight’s distance off. Even 
despite his earlier anxiety, Scott calcu- 
lated later that the advance party would 
have returned to the glacier with a sur- 
plus of food had it not been for the sick- 
ness and injury to Evans. He gave as 
one of the three fatal misfortunes the 
sickening of Oates, the delaying storm 
and the “shortage of fuel in our depots” 
—the fuel so necessary for the prepara- 
tion of food that might have saved them. 
When that final message was written, 
there was “fuel for one hot meal and food 
for two days.”

; told for the first time to-day his plans 
for a trip to the north pole, starting the 

middle of 1914 from San Francisco. 

““My lecture tour, which has occupied 
my time since I came to the United States 

{in December,” said Capt. Amundsen, “has 
provea immensely profitable. and by the 
|}end of my booking this coming June I 
shall have ample funds to outfit my are- 
tic expedition. I will sail in the Fram, 
Nansen’s old ship, pass into the Arctic 
Ocean through Bering Strait, and head 
jinto the ice pack somewhere north of 
| Point Barrow, !atitude 72 degrees, and the 
| Se reners point of the American main- 
| land. 
| “I hope on this coming northern trip to 
| take the stanch old*vessel to the north 
| pole, itself. I shall carry provisions for 
la seven years’ voyage. I hope to drift 
| with the ice pack directly across the pole. 
if I do not, I anticipate that I shall set 
so near the pole that a dash to it will 
be an easy matter. I expect to come out 
j into the Atlantic Ocean through the pas- 
| sage between Spitzbergen and Greenland. 
‘*T have stood at the south pole and my 
ambition now is to stand also at the 
|north pole. But the pole will not be the 
| sole object of my expedition. It has been 
| discovered by Peary and there will be no 
{special glory in attaining it again. I 
| Shall devote myself to a minute study of 
the meteorology and oceanography of the 
arctic basin and hope to add materially to 
the world’s sum of knowleége of this un~ 
known portion of the globe. 

“My crew will consist mainly of the 
men who with me dared the perils of the 
antaretic. But there are at present seven 
vacancies and I am open to applications 
to fill them, particularly from men who 
have had aretic experience and who have 
a scientific knowledge of geology, astron- 
omy, meteorology, and magnetic currents. 
There. will be no pay for these men. They 
must count on giving up five years of 
their lives to the expedition purely out of 
love of science and ,exploration. 

“On July 15 of this year, after a va- 
cation ef two weeks, which I propose to 
spend in Los Angeles, I shall go by rail 
to Jacksonville, Fla., and take steamer 
to Caracas, Venezuela, where I shall meet 
the Fram. I shall go by way ofthe 
Fanama Canal to San Francisco. The 
Fram will pot be the first ship to pass 

‘through the canal. That unique distinc- 
tion will not “be added to her laurels, but 
she will be among the first. 

* According to arrangements, I believe, 
‘the first vessel will pass through the 
leanal next July. The canal will not be 
‘epen to the commerce of the world by 
August, but the United States authorities 
at Washington already have assured me 
,; that the Fram will be permitted to pass 
through the canal in the tatter part of 
|August, and the courtesy of overhauling 
jet the Colon dock yards also has been 
lextended to me. I shall probably spend 
'a month in this work on the Isthmus. 

“In San Francisco I shall add the last 
{touches to the ship’s equipment and take 
'on stores and provisions. I shall be 
‘equipped with a high-powered wireless 
‘telegraph apparatus and in the electric at-

The Daily Chronicle’s Christchurch 
correspondent says: ‘“ The news of 
Capt. Scott’s death was not generally 
known here until early this morning. 
We were aware that the Terra Nova 
had arrived at Oamaru last night, but 
no information was available until 
the message of the Central News had 
been dispatched in the dark hours. 
Before dawn yesterday two officers 
put off from the vessel in a small 
boat and landed outside Oamaru.

MAYOR WANTS A VICE FORCE. 


Urges a New Police Division Under a} 
Paid Commissioner. | 


The proposition put forward by several | 
citizens and associations looking toward | 
the reform of the Police Department as it 
is at present constituted received an im- | 
petus yesterday when Mayor.Gaynor sent 
a letter to Allan Robinson suggesting 
that the supervision of gambling, excise, 
and disorderly resorts be taken from the 
jurisdiction of the police entirely and 
placed, by legislative enactment, under 
the control of a special committee.

The police force would be engaged 
solely in preserving the peace, and 
keeping outward order and decency, 
and in the detection and prevention of 
ordinary crimes, in which the opportu- 
nities for graft are small. It would 
have nothing to do with the enforce- 
ment of the laws concerning excise, 
gambling, and prostitution, and would 
not be sybject to the infection of cor- 
ruption therefrom. 

As I have said, this new force would 
be opew to such corruption. But the 
danger thereof would be minimized if 
the Commissioner of the new force 
were given the power to appoint and 
Cismiss at will. That would enable him 
to select competent persons and to get 
rid of every member of the force of 
whom he had any suspicion. As it is 
new, no member of the force can be 
dismissed except on common law proof 
showing him to be guilty of some dere- 
liction. If the same rule would be 
made applicable to the new force, then 
I do not see that anything would be at- 
tained by creating such a force.

But I 
am not in favor of putting it under a 
Board of Commissioners to serve with- 
out pay. On the contrary, to be effec- 
tive it ought to be*under a paid Com- 
missioner, who would have to devote 
all of his time to his duties. I have no 
doubt that better results in government 
are obtained from paid officials than 
from voluntary officials. , 

I have all the more reason to be in 
favor of this new method, for the reason 
that I-have adopted a similar method in 
the police force itself, and it has worked 
-well. As you know, I made-up a sepa- 
rate force within the for¢e itself to deal 
with the three things which I have men- 
tioned, and relieved the rest of the 
force from dealing with such things. 

To leave all of the Captains and In- 
spectors free to deal with liquor saloons, 
gambling houses, and houses of fornica- 
tion is only to make extensive corrup- 
tion certain. I tried to bring the con- 
tact with these three things down to 
one point, namely, to the Commissioner 
himself. To do that I created a sepa- 
rate force which was placed under the 
immediate orders of the Commissioner. 

As you are aware, one of the three 
Lieutenants put over the force by the 
Commissioner was corrupted. But the 
amount of corruption was reduced many- 
fold, and I have no hesitation in saying 
that it was never less in the Police De-

It was learned yesterday that the ring 
of police grafters felt themselves prac- 
tically secure after Fox had been arrested 
on the police charge against him and-he 
had been discharged in police court’ be- 
cause of the absence of Sipp.

During the last few days stories have 
been printed to the effect that a fund 
of $10,000 had been contributed to bribe 
Fox to stand firm and face the miusie 
here.

Made Up $3,000 Fund for Fox.

Dear Sir: Since you called on me 
.with the other members of your com- 
mittee on the police whigh was ap- 
pointed at the mass meeting, I have 
continued to consider the matter of 
taking away from the Police Depart- 
ment the enforcement of the law 
with regard to excise, gambling, and 
prostitution, and conferring that 
power and duty upon a new depart- 
ment to be created by the Legisla- 
ture. After your call I requested As- 
semblyman Greenberg not to intro- 
duce the bill he prepared for that 
purpose, (and which I handed to 
you,) until your committee had fully 
considered it. If such a bill is to be 
introduced I should prefer that it be 
under the auspices of your commit- 
tee. 

It is easy for the police to extort 
money from the keepers of hotels, 
saloons, gambling houses, and houses 
of prostitution, under threats df en- 
tering their places and arresting and 
prosecuting them unless they pay for 
immunity therefrom. And such per- 
sons are certain to seek to bribe the 
police.- I found that condition in full 
blast when I came in as-Mayor. It 
had existed for many years. The 
hotels, saloons, gambling houses, and 
houses of fornication were paying a 
weekly or monthly sum for such im- 
munity. The total sum was immense. 


Revelations Expected. 


I knew that the recipients would 
not let go of this graft at my mere 
bidding. I have been struggling per- 
sistently ever since to remove this 
conditions. I think I have succeeded 


with regard to the saloon and hotel 
graft. I know that I have measur- 
ably succeeded in respect of gam- 
bling houSes. and houses of fornica- 
tion. But to remove the evil entirely 
requirés time, for it is of long stand- 
ing and deep-seated. 

Police Commissioners Cropsey and 
Waldo have put many gainblers and 
keepers of houses of fornication out 
of business. The result has been to 
provoke some of them to reveal facts 
with regard to the bribery of the po- 
lice. It seems to be lost sight of to 
some extent that all of these revela- 
tions of police bribery came from 
this enforcement of the law against 
the personS’ who made such revela- 
tions or their partners in crime. It 
was to be expected that enforcement 
of the law would bring about such 
revelations. 

Rosenthal, for instance, opened twelve 
different ‘gambling places successively 
after Waldo was made Commissioner, 
but was put out of business every time. 
While the police were still in possession 
of the last place which he opened he 
miade revelations against the police. 
The same thing occurred in the case of 
Sipp, whose house of fornication was 
suppressed by the police. And the same 
is oecgurring with others. 

But most of the revelations which are 
being made are of things which oc- 
curred under former administrations of 
the City Government, some of them as 
long as fifteen years ago. ‘The effort 
of certain newspapers to make it ap- 
wear that these revelations are of 
currences which took place since Waldo 
became Police Commissioner will not, 
I am certain, deceive any intelligent 
person. The ignorarnt\may be deceived 
for a time, but not the intelligent.

This bill calls for an administrative board 
of small number, all residents of the City of 
New York, to be appointed by the Mayor for 
a term of four vent, and removable by the 
Mayor or the Goyernor. The 
chief of the board is to be $7,500. All other 
members are to receive $5,000, Under this 
board there is to be a deputy for each bor- 
ough and a deputy in charge of detectives at 
$4,000 a year. Under these deputies are to 
be ‘Captains, TWieutenants, Sergeants, ma- 
trons, &c., modeled, generally, on the present 
police force, with fixed salaries stated in the 
bill. The board is to have exclusive charge 
of the vices enumerated therein, which in- 
clude Sunday laws, amuséments, white 
slaves, &c. It is to have complete charge of 
selecting the force, which is likewise to be 
discharged at will. The board Is also to 
have entire charge of promotions and re- 
ductions in rank. 

Although the bill is well worked out as to 
details, it seems to fall far short of hope 
of results for the following among other 
reasons: 

1. While it creates a separation from the 
police, it plans for no co-operation with the 
police. ; 

2. It borders on the absurd in proposing 
what 1s practically a new patroling force. 
3. Its hard and fast military division 
officers and squads is unfortunate. Such a 
force ought to be really a Secret Service 
force. The plan of separate matrons, station 
houses, patrol wagons, &c., would entail 
great expense without promise of real result. 

4. The plan for a paid board and a per- 
manent force without any restriction seems 
to pave the way for a political feast, for if 
the Commissioners are to be paid the salaries 
above referred to the places are bound to 
become political plums. The plan seems to 
mean that the board itself shall be ad- 
ministrators of the law; whereas, in our 
opinion, it should be merely supervisory in 
character.

PROTOCOL ADOPTED 


IN GARMENT STRIKE 


8,000 Workers Return to Work 
| Under a Joint Agreement with 
the Manufacturers. 


WIN ALL THEIR DEMANDS 


White Goods Workers Reject Proto- 
col in Their Trade Because It 
Doesn’t Recognize the Union. 


By a joint agreement between the New 
York Assoclation of House Dress and 
Kimona Manufacturers and the Interna- 
tional Ladies’ Garment Workers’ Union 
the strike of the 8,000 wrapper and ki- 
mona workers, which began on Jan¢ 8 
last, was officially ended yesterday after- 
noon. By to-morrow.morning, according 
to I. Ginsberg, head of the manufactur- 
ers’ association, the whole industry will 
be operating under the newly adopted 
protocol of peace. The settlement was 
hailed as a great union victory. 

The clause limiting the increase in 
wages for piece workers to $1 a week 
was canceled before S. Palokoff, Vice 
President of the union, signed his name 
to the protocol. It was the inclusion of 
this clause which prevented an earlier 
settlement and Which upset all the nego- 
tiations late last week. The name of 
Abraham Rosenberg, President of the 
union, who had led the attack on the 
signed draft of the protocol, does not ap- 
pear among the signatures. 

“We have won our points,” said Miss 
Gertrude Barnum, organizer of the 
Strikes that have been waged in the 
ladies’ garment industry. ‘The victory 
is a clean sweep, and I believe the girls 
will all go back with a glad heart, know- 
ing that the bitter fight and all their 
hunger and privations were not in vain,” 

The terms of the settlement provide for 
a fifty-hour week, a permanent Board of 
Grievances, a permanent Board of Ar- 
bitration, a permanent Wage Scale Board, 
which shall fix standards of wages for 
the future; a tentative increase of 10 per 
cent. in wages for week workers earning 
less than $12 a week, not to be less than 
30 cents a week nor more than $1 a week; 
a tentative increase of 10 per cent. for 
plece workers, not to be Jess than 50 
cents for any person, and to be unlimited 
above that amount; an increase of iC per 
cent. for cutters earning less than $18 
a week, to be limited to $1 for each cut- 
ter; an increase of 5 per cent., under the 
same conditions, for cutters earning be- 
tween $18 and $25 a week; ten holidays 
with full pay for the cutters and three 
for all other operatives; pay for overtime 
at the rate of one and one-half the regu- 
lar _ pay; abolition of all charges for 
needlés and machinery, and the accept- 
ance by the mnufacturers of the pre- 
ferred union shop. 

When the strikers in the wrapper and 
kimono industry heard: the news of the 


yesterday,, there was much _ rejoicing. 
These are the same girls in whors Col. 
Roosevelt,‘as well as many other persons 
of prominence, took an active interest in 
the course of the thirty-five-day strike. 

While the rejoicing among the wrapper 
and kimono workers was at its height the 
white goods workers who had assembled 
in the East Fourteenth Street Labor 
Temple, denounced vigorously the manu- 
facturers, who had offered 
basis of settlement a 
the ‘provision for the preferential union 
shop. The Chairmen of the shops where 
white goods are manufactured—some 200 
of them—walked to the platform one by 
one and handed to the Rev. Dr. Jonathan 
C. Day little slips of paper showing the 
result of the secret vote in the shops on 
this basis of settlement. 

“The vote shows that two-thirds of the 
Strikers are opposed to the protocol as it 
stands,’’ announced Dr. Day. 

Hats were thrown into the air when the 
announcement was made. Dr. Day 
rapped in vain for order. Girl speakers 
sprang up from all sides of the crowded 
church and defied the manufacturers. 
The leaders asked for pickets, and 2,000 
girls responded to the call. 

We haven’t been on strike since Jan. 
9 for fun,’”’ said one of the girl strikers 
from the nave of the Labor Temple. 

We ll show the manufacturers that they 
can’t do business unless they recognize us 
as union workers. We are going to make 
those scabs pay for being loyal to the 
bosses. If we had accepted this protocol 
all the scabs would have enjoyed the 
Same opportunities which we would get, 
and in a few months there would be noth- 
ing but scabs left in the shops.” 

The rejection of the proposed protocol, 
which differs from the protocol accepted 
yesterday by the kimono and wrapper 
workers and from the protocol accepted 
a month ago by the dress and waist work | 
ers only in failing to recognize the ‘ pref- 
erential union shop,’ was greeted with 
some surprise even by the union leaders. 
They had expected that the girl workers, | 
under the _8reat stress of privations, 
would vote in favor of the protocol. When 
the vote was announcéd the leaders were 
the first to congratulate the strikers.

“I am glad they turned the protocol 
down,” said Miss Barnum. “TI know this 
was done because of the great principle 
involved.” 

Half an hour after a large body of pick- 
ets had marched from the Labor Temple 
to the undermuslin factory of the M. 
Wilber Dyer Company, 71 West Twenty- 
third Street, trouble began for the police 
of the West Seventeenth Street Station. 
The girls walked in pairs, arm in arm, 
humming labor songs. They paced back 
and forth in front of the Dyer factory, 
where many girls have been at work ever 
since the strike was called. Policemen 
lined the block between Fifth and Sixth 
Avenues in anticipation of trouble. 

At 5 o’clock in the afternogn the auto- 
mobile which has conveyed the workers 
to the nearest subway and elevated sta- 
tions arrived in front of the Dyer factory. 
A little later the first detachment of 
workers was conducted from the building 
to the automobile by special guards. 
Among them was Charles Dyer, a young 
man, who is a relative of the proprietor 
of the-factory. 

One of the pickets stepped up to the 
young man and began an argument with | 
him. Then there were cries, and in a 
moment a hundred or more persons were 
involved in a fight. Policeman Doyle, 
who was near by, made his way to the 
automobile and arrested Miss Rose| 
Krause of 1,713 Third Avenue, on the! 
complaint of young Dyer. According to 
Dyer the girl slapped him in the face. An 
excited throng followed the arrested 
picket to the police station. 

A. S. Iserson, President of the New 

ork Cotton Garment Manufacturers’ 
Association, as a result of the defiant 
attitude taken by the white goods 
workers, said last night that thé mem- 
bers of his association would proceed 
to open their shops. In an advertise- 
ment sent to the newspapers last 
night Mr. Iserson said that the pro- 
tocol, as presented to the strikers, had 
the sanction of Miss Rose Schneider- 
man, President of the White Goods; 
Workers’ Union, Local 62; of Samuel 
Schor, organizer of the strikers, and 
also of Meyer London, counsel for the 
union. 

“Under the conditions,” said Mr. 
Tserson, ‘““the manufacturers have de- 
cided to start operations at once. They 
will do everything possible to improve 
conditions and to improve standards 
in the industry, but it will be without 
union interference or help.” 

The Woman’s Trade Union League 
of 43 East Twenty-second Street, 
gave $1,000 yesterday toward the sup- 
port of the white goods strikers. At 
the league’s headquarters it was said 
that much additional money would be! 
needed to keep the strikers from cold! 
and hunger. Contributions will be re- 
ceived by the league and will be dis- 
tributed through its agencies. 

The Bakers’ Union of Bayonne, N. | 
J., began the distribution of free bread} 
yesterday to the families of 100 gar-j;

Dr. Shaw Predicts That It Will Pre- 
vail in All States by That Time. 


KANSAS CITY, Feb. 11.—Woman<suf- 
frage will be in effect all over the United 
States by 1920, according to a prophecy 
made to-day by Dr. Anna Shaw, Presi- 
dent of the National Equal Suffrage 
League, at a luncheon given in her honor 
by 200 members of the Kansas City Equal 
Suffrage Association.

No Army-Navy Football Agreement. 

PHILADELPHIA, Feb. 11.—The three-year 
agreement between West Point, Annapolis, 
and the University of Pennsylvania on the 
annual Army-Navy football game in this city, 
which expired with the game here last Fall, 
has not been renewed. 

The delay in completing negotiations be- 
tween the two rival Academies came out in a 
report at the regular February meeting of the 
Board of Trustees of the University of Penn- 
sylvania yesterday.

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CLEARING THE WAY. 

It is to be hoped that the efforts to 
deprive this city of the early con- 
struction and use of an adequate tran- 
sit system will cease with the decision 
of the injunction case by the Appellate 
Division. The decision is unanimous, 
and the opinion of Justice INGRAHAM 
leaves the petitioners in a most unen- 
viable position. 

Practically the court decides either 
that the points raised by the counsel of 
the petitioners had already been deter- 
mined by the Court of Appeals or that 
they were matters within the discretion 
of the Commission, and that no abuse 
of discretion, no waste or improvidence 
had been shown. In very clear and 
often emphatic language the court ex- 
poses the flimsy nature of the preten- 
sions of those who have sought at the 
last moment to hold up a great public 
enterprise. It recognizes the extreme 
care, fidelity, intelligence with 
which those responsible for the enter- 
prisé have sought to guard and to pro- 
mote the real and lasting interests of

the whole community. 

It is a comforting reflection that in 
this matter the machinery of the courts 
has moved with satisfying celerity and 
certainty. We do not, of course, ques- 
tion the sincerity and good faith of 
many who have criticised the Public 
Service Commission and the members 
of the Board of Estimate who have 
labored with the Commission. There 
has been such a cloud of misrepresen- 
tation raised about the whole matter 
that very well-meaning persons’ have 
been misled. The action of the court 
should reassure these. The whole ques- 
tion has been carefully considered. The 
opposition has had its hearing. It now 
remains only to complete the work, to 
satisfy the urgent needs of the people 
of the city and to make that broad 
and wise provision for the long future 
for which the way is now’ clear. 


OUR WAY AND EUROPE’S. 

The gentlemen of Wall Street are ro- 
marking that their loans are called 
because Europe is asking us for gold, 
and therefore are taking fresh interest 
in the war, and wondering how long the 
drain of gold and blood will last. They 
should find comfort and instruction in 
comparing our way with Europe’s when 
confronted with a rush to have about

quarter as much gold as we asked from 
Europe. In Austria $150,000,000 is 
hoarded, in $65,000,000, in 
France $150,000,000, a total of $365,- 
000,000 in those three countries, against

alone in 1907. But what a difference 
in conditions! Nobody imagines such 
a thing as suspension of payments by 
the banks of Europe. There is hard- 
ship, of course, through disturbance of 
trade by enormous expenditures for 
military purposes and less expenditure 
for other purposes. But the bapking 
disturbance is a minimum. Tue Timps 
published yesterday the statement ‘of 
the national bank of Germany, the 
Reichsbank. Its loans are 1,273,668,000 
marks, against 1,096,660,000 last year. 
Its circulation is 1,879,580,000 marks, 
against 1,655,200,000 last year. Those 
who want to hoard are supplied with 
notes for the purpose, and in France 
they get silver. Meanwhile they take 
our gold and we have no recourse, nor 
any substitute. We cannot expand our 
note issue ‘to take the place of the de- 
parting eagles, just as a little while ago 
we could not get notes for the purpose 
of moving the crops. Neither in a little 
while, when the crop movement is over, 
shall we be able to reduce the redun- 
dant note circulation. 

Thus we make it easier than normally 
for our foreignefriénds to take what 
they Know how to use,.and which we 
discriminate against as the basis of 
bank credit. Thus our bankers and 
borrowers are learning banking by ex- 
perience instead of by book learning,

PROOF OF FINDING THE POLE. 

In his sad report to the world, Com- 
mander Evans feels that it “ would be 
out of place” to expand into a detailed 
description of the richest scientific 
labors ever carried on by a polar expedi- 
tion. The Terra Nova. bore from the 
bleak shore the records and collections 
of specimens complete, passing icebergs 
miles long, formed by the extraordi- 
nary cold, in which ScotT.and his de- 
voted comrades lay frozen. But in the 
news of this morning Commander Evans 
recounts the perils undergone by Lieut. 
CAMPBELL’s northern party, Hving 


through more than half a year of the/ 


antarctic Winter and sledging 230 miles 
to safety on supplies and equipment 
left for a single month’s sledging. Had 
not seal been found and slaughtered, 
this party, too, would have died of hun- 
ger and exposure. But the most sig- 
nificant part of his continued story is 
Commander Evans’s announcement that 
the “ records include a letter from Capt. 
“-AMUNDSEN to the King of Norway, 
“brought back from the south pole by 
“the southern party.” 

This token {fs proof absolute that 
neither AMUNDSEN nor SCoTT was the 
guest of chance, but that each, pursu- 
ing a different route, penetrated to the 
earth’s southernmost extremity. In his 
recent address to the Berlin Geograph- 
ical Society, AMuUNDsSEN thus described 
the tent which he pitched at the pole: 

This tent camp served as the centre 
of a circle which we drew, with a radiys 
of five and one-sixth miles, on the 
circumference of which cairns were 
erected. <A small tent which we had 
brought with us in order to designate 
the south pole was put up here, and the 
Norwegian flag, with the pennant of the 
Fram, was hoisted above it. This Nor- 
wegian home received the name of Pol- 
heim. According to the observed weather 
conditions, this tent may remain there 
for a long time. In it we left a letter 
addressed to his Majesty, King HAAKON 
VII., in which we reported what we had 
done. The next person to come there 
will take the letter with him and see 
to its delivery. In addition, we left 
there several pieces of clothing, a sex- 
tant, an artificlal horizon, and a hyp- 
someter. 

His observations, AMUNDSEN said, 
would be worked out at the University 
of Christiania. This will be done, but it 
is not now necessary. The fact that

AN IDEA WORTH HEEDING. 

In a speech delivered last week in this 
city, Mr. CHARLES H. SHERRILL, formerly 
United States Minister to Argentina, 
suggested that in case intervention by 
the United States should become neces- 
sary in Mexico or any other country on 
this continent, Argentina and Brazil 


should be invited to join us. Mr. SHEr- 


RILL is confident that such an invitation | 


would have desirable results: 


First, it would entirely remove any 
idea among our South American neigh- 
bors that our purpose was land grab- 
bing, because a man does not invite two 
neighbors to accompany him on an er- 
rand intended to benefit him alone. Sec- 
ondly, and, in my opinion, of equal im- 
portance, it would free our Government 
from the persistent importunities of in- 
dividuals and corporations urging our 
sole intervention to benefit their own 
pockets, but who would not favor a joint 
intervention by us along with. other 
Powers. 

Yurthermore, it would be the best and 
most convincing form of invitation to 
Latin America to participate equally 
with us in the reSponsibilities and de- 
velopment of the Monroe Doctrine. The 
great Doctrine would at once become 
continental, and cease to be unilateral, 
which is to-day its one great defect. 


heeding. Mrch might be said against 
it, of course, but pérhaps, after due con- 
sideration, the objections might prove 
to be overbalanced by the advantages 
of the plan. To invite Brazil and Ar- 
gentina, and other South American 
countries, for the list might be extended, 
and have them decline the invitation, 
might not be pleasant.

with the showing of the Union Jack. 
It is enormously important, because 
millions see the moving pictures in 
Montreal alone each year, and their 
patriotism is in danger of being 
insidiously sapped. At least this is 
the opinion of the Overseas Club, 
which has learned that in thirty- 
eight performances the American flag 
appeared twenty-four times and the 
British flag five. Out of 186 films the 
United States appeared in 108, and only 
ten were British. The picture gazers 
are being simply amused, and “if the 
“seed of inspiration and thought is 
“sown at all it is American first, last, 
“and all the time.” It is a relief to 
learn that this is not the result of a 
plot. It is the natural effect of Ameri- 
can enterprise in exploiting 90 per cent. 
of the Canadian moving-picture busi- 
ness, while British and Canadian 
producers have not realized the possi- 
bilities of the trade. 

The only comfort we can extend to 
the Overseas Club, which is so urbane 
as explicitly to condemn a boycott, is 
that the figures of moving-picture dis- 
loyalty shine by comparison with the 
Statistics of disloyalty in trade. Ca- 
nadians unanimously take every op- 
portunity to make a profit by trading 
across the border, to such an extent 
that it has been found necessary to 
pass laws against it. Canadians would 
just as soon be paid in eagles as in 
sovereigns, and consider themselves 
better ‘“‘ Americans” than the Yankees 
consider themselves Canadians. 

For our part we like this neighborli- 
ness, and find in it no more trace of 
politics than of religion. Americans 
think not a whit less of Canadians be- 
cause of their loyalty to the Mother- 
land, and in fact think nothing at all 
about it. Perhaps now that the Ameri- 
can producers have the matter called 
to their attention, they will see that it 
might be good business to show the 
British flag oftenersto Britishers, and 
thus spoil another international inci- 
dent. 


THE PERILS OF OPERA. 

The statement of the financial re- 
sults of OSCAR HAMMERSTEIN’s perfectly 
well-intentioned effort to give London- 
ers performances of grand opera of a 
high quality ought to deter other ad- 
venturers from invading the operatic 
field. But will it? No more, probably, 
than the fate of Scott will discourage 
men with a taste for exploration in the 
frozen regions. Presumably somebody, 
sometime, somewhere, has made money 
with grand opera. But LUMLEy, GYE, 
and MAPLESON were never rich, while 
PaLMO, MARETZEK, and STRAKOSCH were 
very poor.

THE TRUTH ABOUT MEXICO.

ZAPATA, the Morelos bandit, has been 
more or less protected by MavrEro. _ His 
support of Fretrx Diaz now is question- 
able. Orozco compelled the banking

in Chihuahua, to buy a large quantity 
of worthless securities issued by Orozco 
as self-appointed Governor of the State. 
The purchase was said, by CREEL’s ene- 
mies, to be prearranged, and was taken 
as proof that CREEL, who was Foreign 
Minister in the Diaz Cabinet, was cov- 
ertly supporting Orozco. But the work 
of that revolutionary leader in Chihua- 
hua was wholly destructive, and he had 
no chance of success. CREEL had pub- 
licly proclaimed his support of MADERO. 
The idea that the vast majority of the 
Mexican people are united in a demand 
for free institutions and equal rights is 
a serious error. The Aztecs of Puebla 
and the various other Indian bands 
have little or nothing in common.

MApERO professed to believe that milder 
measures would prove more efficacious.

Outlawry, organ- 
ized robbery, rapine, and murder pre- 
vail in many parts of Mexico, and the 
only hope of restoring peace and order 
is In thé institution of a powerful cen- 
tral Government.

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


From /the rather con- 
fusing dispatches in re- 
gard to Dr. FRIepMANN 
and his supposed or al- 
leged cure for tuberculo- 
sis, one gets, reluctantly, the impression 
that his course with whatever it is that 
he has discovered has not been fully up 
|to the highest standard of medical ethics. 

It is the glory of doctors that they are 
held, or rather that they hold themselves, 
under a special obligation to serve human- 
ity first, and only as an incident—as a 
necessity more than as a right—are they 
allowed to take from their grateful patients 
a material recompense for their labors. 
There seems to be no doubt that the Berlin 
physician has permitted himself to con- 
sider a little too much the possibilities 
of commercial exploitation that lie in his 
serum, or strain of innocuous and im- 
munizing bacilli, and not quite enough 
the honor and glory that would be his if 
he had followed what is, fortunately, the 
usual custom of his profession and given 
to the world for whatever they may be 
proved useful by experience the results of 
his investigations. 

On the other hand, there are also indica- 
tions that Dr. FrizpMANN has been the 
} object of an antagonism from some of his 
colleagues such as has been suffered by 
many an innovator, in medicine as well 
as out of it, and that some of this oppo- 
sition may have been due to a jealousy 
at least as discreditable as would be the 
lack of the stientist’s high disinterested- 
ness with which he is charged. 

Of course the world could well afford, 
and would be glad, to pay for a cure of 
tuberculosis much more than the $5,000,000 
which Dr. FRmm=DMANN, according to one 
account, is said to have declared ought— 
jor could—be made out of his discovery. 
It would be “worth the money,’ in the 
strictest sense of that phrase. To demand 
that or any other sum, however, would be 
unworthy of any doctor if the demand 
were accompanied, as it almost necessarily 
would be, if made, by an implied threat 
that the use of the remedy will be denied 
until the amount asked for has been paid. 

To prevent such scandals as this, and to 
save doctors, who, after all are only men, 
from occasionally yielding to the tempta- 
tion toward commercialism which their 
inventions and discoveries create, govern- 
ments might well make provision for giv- 
ing to them and others a reasonable 
material reward for measurable and un- 
questionable benefits conferred upon hu- 
manity. <A little something of that sort 
is already done, but there is nothing of 
system or certainty in the granting of 
recompense, and too often it is limited to 
the conferring of posthumous fame.

That is exactly 
what the several great geographic societies 
of the world did. Dr. Coox had his day, 
and many days, in court, and every East- 
ern newspaper worthy of the name per- 
mitted its readers to judge for themselves 
the testimony of the two men. Certainly 
THe Times performed this duty completely 
and with scrupulous impartiality. For 
weeks and months its columns were open 
to the Great Pretender and his friends, 
and not until the case was all made up 
and both prosecution and defense had 
rested was a conclusion reached and a 
verdict found. After sentence had been 
passed Dr. Cook in effect confessed his 
guilt, and for a while he dropped into 
obscurity. 

Apparently the contention of the Tacoma 
paper is that wherever and whenever he

Income Tax “Bugaboo.” 
lo the Editor of The New York Times: 

Why shouldean income tax be so obnoxious 
to some people? Because, I believe, no sensi- 
ble ordinary bookkeeper’s method has been 
agreed upon for assessing it. 

The writer has just made a return of the 


‘“‘income’’ of a manufacturing corporation 
under section 88, Act of Congress approved 
Aug. 5, 1909, known as the Payne-Aldrich 
Tariff bill; and called an ‘‘ Act * * * to En- 
courage the Industries of. the United Statés,” 
on a blank form furnished by the Internal 
Revenue Bureau, which form, from an ac- 
countant’s standpoint, is impracticable and on 
which a correct return of income is impossible. 

Perhaps a]l Americans agree essentially on 
the theory and on the practice of taxation, 
the theory being to assess all wealth that re- 
quires the protection and administration of the 
body politic to bear its equitable share of the 
necessary expense, the practicé being to so 
frame the law as to tax the other fellow. 

If sufficient support could be found for a 
tax movement it could no doubt draft a simpie, 
undodgable scheme of State and National tax- 
ation covering incomes as well as more tangi- 
ble forms of ratables. Should that day come, 
would not the bugaboo in the income tax and 
in the persona] tax vanish as well?

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THE CHILD WORKERS. 


Mr. Lovejoy Says Principle 
Is Bad That Permits Them. 


To the Dditor of The New York Times: 

You have been so generous of space for 
the critics of child labor legislation in 
the South that I appeal to you to publish 
this statement of eur position in the mat- 
ter. 

In all the discussion thus far, there has 
been a tendency to dodge the main is- 
sue, which is not whether the mill com- 
munity is better than the mountain 
farm, but whether the mill child is real- 
ly in the way of the best possible pre- 
But before taking up 
this fundamental question, I should like 
to point out some of the misapprehen- 
sions which ovr critics appear to con- 
fuse with the facts. : 

An impression is current that the 
Government investigation, whose honesty 
Mr. Dawley impugns, was undertaken 
as a result of Senator Beveridge’s impas- 
sioned appeal of Jan, 25 to 27, 
1907, for Federal child labor laws. The 
fact is that the ,resolution had been 
introduced in the Senate in April, 1906, 
and had passed the Sénate Dec. 18, 
1906, and the House Jan. 21, 1907. 
The charges made by Mr. Dawley (and 
apparently credited by “J. C. H.’’) that 
the findings of the investigators were 
distorted under the influence of Child 
Labor Committees are absurd. Neither 
Dr. McKelway, our Secretary for the 
Southern States, nor any other employe 
of any Child Labor Committee, so far 
as I am aware, knew anything whatever 
of the material gathered by the Govern- 
ment agents until the printed report was 
made public. In connection with Mr. 
Dawley’s specific charge that his own 
report was suppressed, I would refér to 
the condensed description of mountain 
conditions pubHshed on pages 123-125 of 
the first volume of the Federal Report, 
which corresponds in every essential par- 
ticular with the picture of mountain life 
given in his book. 

People are mistaken also in assuming 
that the agitation about child labor in 
the South comes from Northerners’ inter- 
ference. Alabama had a State Child 
Labor Committee before the National 
Child Labor Committee was formed, and 
from Alabama canie the first suggestion 
of a National Committee. There are at 
present seven Southerners among the 
active members of the National Commit- 
teo and the Southern agents are without 
exception Southern men. I refer to this 
only to show how baséless is the charge 
of sectionalism as a motive in Our cam- 
paigns. 

Further, in all that is said of the trans- 
formation wrought by the change from 
“the mountain to the mill,” it is taken 
for granted that the mountain regions 
have been the chief source of labor sup- 
ply for the Southern mills. Mr. Dawley 
allows that to be understood throughout 
his book, but he makes no referenee to 
the following statements in the first 
volume of the Federal Report: ‘‘ Some of 
those who reported that their early child- 
Wood was spent on a farm came from 
small farms in the mountains of Virginia, 
North Carolina and Tennessee. The exact 
proportion varies greatly in different sec- 
tions. Taking the mill population as a 
whole, for the mills visited during this 
investigation the percentage of such oper- 
atives was very much smaller than the 
percentage of those who came from the 
lowland farms surrounding the cotton- 
mill villages.’” (Page 120.) ‘‘Some of 
the larger mills have sent agents into the 
mountains and secured a goodly numbér 
of the mountain farmers. Aside from 
these, however, except in: the mills 
located near the foothills or in the 
mountains, there is only a _ sprinkling 
of mountain families. Mills in western 
North Carolina, mills at Spartanburg, 
Greenville, and other large mill towns 
in upper South Carolina, and mills in 
northern Georgia and hortheastern Ala- 
bama were found to have many mountain 
people among their employes. Mountain- 
eers were not found at any great dis- 
tance from the mountains, however, ex- 
cept occasionally among migratory 
families.’”” (Page 121.) 

I personally believe that, taking the 
situation as a whole, the benefits of the 
mill community are being greatly over- 
estimated. But even if all the good 
things that are true of some show mills 
—with private schools, gymnasium, cow 
pasture, and so forth—were fairly repre- 
sentative of the whole situation in the 
726 mills in six Southern States, that 
would be no argument for child labor 
unless child labor were necessary to the 
prosperity of the mills. This is claimed 
in eertain quarters, but it has nevér 
been proved. The prosperity of the cot- 
ten textile industry in Massachusetts and 
other States which enforce the fourteen- 
year age limit is a sufficient answer to 
the plea that only the young child can 
be taught the dexterity of a _ skillful 
worker. The other plea that more oper- 
atives have been needed than there were 
adults available is no more final in the 
cotion industry of the South than in any 
other growing industry in any other io- 
cality. It should not be claimed that 
adult workers will not move to the mills 
in sufficient numbers until the present 
pelicy of offering inducéménts to fami- 
lies with children has been abandoned by 
all mill owners. 

So we face the real question, Are the 
mills the best place possible at present 
for the children? Of course, if the point 
of education is to make @ perfect “ effi- 
ciency machine,” the cotton mill is a 
suitable school for efficiency in the me- 
chanical dexterity of cotton-mill proc- 
esses, and we might even indorsef the 
suggestion implied by Mrs. Carter in THr 
Times of Feb. 4 to abolish the New York 
school systent and substitute factories 
for child workérs. But otrr campaigns 
have been based on the principle that in 
a democracy mind and imagination must 
be trained, and that literacy is at least 
is as important as dexterity. Figures 
(unchallenged by Mr. Dawley and other 
eritics) tell us that, however much teach- 
ers may enjoy having mill children as 
pupils, they are largely deprived of that 
pleasure, for, while the percentage of 
iliiteracy in the mountains is higher than 
in the States as a whole, the percentage 
of illiteracy among children employed in 
the mills is higher than either. I re- 
fer te the figures given on Pages 123, 
224, and 249 of the first volume of the 
Federal Report on the Condition of Wo< 
man and Child Wage Earners. Thus, in 
Virginia nine and one-tenth (9.1) per 
cent. of all the native white children 10 
t> 14 years of age were illiterate, (cen- 
sus 1900,) as against seventy and four- 
tenths (70.4) per cent. of all children 
under 14 years of age employed in the 
cotton mills investigated, 1907-08. The 
least difference in the percentages of il- 
literacy was found in Georgia, where the 
percentage for thé whole State was ten 
and four-tenths, (10.4,) as against forty- 
two and seyen-tenths (42.7) per cent. in 
the cotton mills. 

Welfare work and general benevolence 
on the part of employers can never alter 
the fact that if a child works eight, ten, 
or eléven hours a day in the mil, it is 
physically impéssfble for him at the same 
time to be receiving the rudiments of a 
common school education. 

In regard to health, also, there is no 


‘eccupation which a child can pursue all 
day and every day without injury. Spe- 
cial occupational diseases are not in ques- 
tion. Freedom from hookworm and ab- 
sence of immediate or severe nervous 
breakdown do not make the cotton mills 
physically wholesome for children, As 
a matter of fact there are a considerable 
percentage of accidents in the miils, and 
an utter absence of any standard of reg- 
ulation of humidity in textile mills in this 
country, that results in a high death rate 
from tuberculosis. But, I repeat, 
incidental dangers might ail be done away 
with without affecting the fact that the 
mental strain involved in the noises of a 
mill, and the sheer muscular strain of 
any simple motion repeated past the 
point of fatigue do seriously weaken the 
growing child. Even where there is no 
immediately traceable injury, there is 
always an indirect effect whereby the 
child is made more susceptible to infec- 
tion. 

After all, what does the whole conten- 
tion amount to? It is an attempt to de- 
fend a system that employs children 
under 14 in cotton mills. The book that 
started the controversy has been frankly 
adopted by the cotton manufacturers as 
a justification for their employment of 
children. I am told that two manufac- 
turers have sent a copy to every member 
of the Legislatures in North an@ South 
Carolina, to encourage opposition to the 
child labor bills now pending in those 
States. Apart from’the immediate con- 
venience and profit of Southern manu- 
facturers, there is no reason to exempt 
Southern States from the generally rec- 
ognized principle that child labor is bad; 
that children fare better mentally and 
physically if they are not compelled or 
permitted to be wage earners instead of 
pupils, and that 14 is the lowest age limit 
that should be tolerated for amployment.

Advance Their Cause. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The dastardly vandalism of the suffra- 
gettes in the Royal Botanic (not Horti- 
cultural) Gardens, at Kew, as announced 
in Tue Times, will be deplored, not only 
by every upholder of law and order and 
every self-respecting woman, but espe- 
cially by every botanist or other nat- 
ural scientist throughout the civilized 
world.

FRENCH ARMORER’S OUTFIT 


A XIV. Century Statue of St. John 
the Evangelist, in Wood, and Ro- 
man Sculpture of 2d Century A. D. 


This isthe time of the year when the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art puts on ex- 
hibition all its acquisitions of classical 
art of the preceding year. The most im- 
portant piéces of those acquired in 1912 
may now be seen in the Boscoreale Room 
on the main floor. There is not this time 
the result of the entire year’s work in 
this dine, for there have been unavoidable 
delays in shipment which have made it 
impossible, and it is not thought wise to 
delay the exhibition further. The collec- 
tion is of real interest even to the ob- 
Server not educated in this line of art. 

One of the smallest pieces in the Re- 
cent Accessions Room this month is one 
of the most important. It is a miniature 
by John Singleton Copley, a portrait of 
Stephen Salisbury. Miniatures by Cop- 
ley are rare, and this has been in the 
possession of either the Copley or the 
Salisbury family, the two being connect- 
ed, from the time of its painting until 
its acquisition by the Museum. 

A fourteenth century statue of St. John 
the Evangelist, in wood, from an English 
collection, and presumably English, is 
another important purchase. The figure 
is of oak, 33 inches in height, and may 
have occupied a canopied niche in a rood 
loft, decorated with rold and color, which 
it has now lost. The face is youthful, 
with a naive smile, full ringlets stand out 
en either side of the head, and the drap- 
ety, which falls in full, simple lines, is 
drawn asidé to reveal the feet. 

Very useful and interesting is a pur- 
chase by the Museum which the visitors 
will see only in results, an armorer’s 
outfit, French, of the nineteenth century. 
There are 644 implements in this collec- 
tion, with innuferable small hammers, 
all necessary for use in repairing the 
different convolutions of the valuable 
collection of armor which can be counted 
among the Muséum’s most important 
possessions. The different names of these 
odd little hammers, in French and in 
German, are so old that they have 
dropped out of the languages entirely. 
The collection was a practical necessity 
for use in the care of the collection of 
armor by M. Tachaux, the Museum's 
French armorer. 

There are among the many interesting 
things in the Recent Accessions Room 
this month a collection of beautifully 
worked samplers which are quite worthy 
of being mentioned with other things 
representing serious artistic effort. There 
is no doubt about their having been seri- 
ously undertaken. Here is what one lit- 
tle maid of the éarly part of the last 
century inscribed in fine needlework on 
hers: 

Néxt_ unto God, dear Parents, I Address 

Myself to you in Humble Thankfulness 

For all your Care and Charge on mo Be- 

stowed, 

The Means of Learning unto me Allowed. 

Go on, I Pray, and let me Still Pursue \ 

Those Golden Arts the Vulgar never Knew. 

Poor little one, at the time she performed 
this arduous task in the “Golden Arts.” 
she was, as she described herself further 
down on the sampler: “ Caroline Curtis,” 
who “ Worked this Sampler, Aged Eeight 
Years, 1824.” 

The only letters on Caroline’s sampler 
are in her address to her parents, the rest 
of the designs being in flowers and trees 
and birds conventionalized. 

Another little girl who, that same year, 
was pursuing the golden arts, besides a 
poem which is also of an elevated charac- 
ter, devoted herself chiefly to birds and 
animals, and in the centre of the sampler 
is a farm scene, with a cow and a number 
of sheep. This was the sampler of “ Pris- 
cilla Hoskins, Her Work, Aged 10, 1824.” 

To refer more definitely to the acces- 
sions of classical art there is among them 
a colossal portrait bust in red porphyry, 
a fine example of Roman sculpture, of the 
second century A. D., and rare, as por- 
phyry was less used than marble until 
later. It is a fine piece of work and in 
wonderful state of preservation, only 
slightly marred by a slight chip to the 
nose. It is unidentified, but may have 
been a portrait of Aclius, the adopted son 
of Hadrian. 

A small and beautiful head of Athena, 

a Roman imitation of the Greek work of 
the sixth century before Christ, is one of 
the most important pieces of arehaistic 
sculpture in existence; a piece of rare 
archaic sculpture is a fragment of a sixth 
century stele with a relief of a youth 
carrying a staff; a Greek gravestone in 
the form of a vase shows in relief a 
mother and child and man and woman 
clasping hands. : 
In bronze there is a beautiful statuctte 
of Aphrodite, of the Knidian type, a copy 
of the lost Knidian Venus of Praxiteles, 
made in the fourth century before Christ. 
There is a charming little bronze in a 
grotesque statuette, a little man exquisite- 
ly modeled, with a large nose, the hair 
done; in black on the bronze, while there 
is silver in the teeth. Silenus holding a 
nymph and a running figure are in the 
same case. 4 

A group of exquisite bronze vases dating 
from the end of the sixth century befors 
Christ are beautiful in grace and sim- 
plicity of outline and also for the wonder- 
ful patina which they have acquired with 
years. This in the vases is an exquisite 
turquois blue, and a deep plate which 
belongs to the same group is in the pe- 
culiar greén of a turquois which has 
turned color, a real robin’s egg blue. 

Important among the loans for this 
month are four stained glass window 
panels, the preperty of George Blumenthal, 
representing donors, dated 1529, from 
Daxburg,: Alsace. These are to be seén in 
the Department of Decorative Arts, Floor 
1, Wing F. 

In the four Sundays since the Morgan 
pictures have been on exhibition there has 
been an attendance of 45,600, an aggregate 
attendance of 11,000 a Sunday and one 
Sunday 12,600. The museum is open only 
from 1 to 6 P. M. Sundays. It is as yet 
too early to know whether the attendance 
will exeeed that of the Hudson-Fulton 
exhibit. The museum has two days on its 
books when there was, and apparently 
without cause, a record-breaking attend- 
ance, Feb. 21 and 22, 1909. There was 
no special exhibition, but the attendance 
each of the two days reached néarly 14,000, 

To-day a large attendance is expected, as

‘The Appéllate Division vacated yester- 
day by. the unanimous opinion of the 
Justices the temporary injunction ob- 
tained by John J. Hopper against the 
execution of the subway contracts by the 
Public Service Commission. Clarence J. 
Shearn, counsel for Mr. Hopper, was far 
from acknowledging defeat, though the 
opinion of Presiding Justice Ingraham 
declares that one of the points he raised 
in the injunction suit was frivolous, and 
he finds the other two of no merit. Mr. 
Shearn- intends ‘to continue the fight 
against the contracts both before the 
commission and in the courts. 

He obtained the concession yesterday 
afternoon from Chairman McCall of an- 
other public hearing on the contracts as 
finally amended, and he announced his 
intention of making a new attempt to 
get the case before the Court of Appeals. 
The Appellate Division has refused to 
certify the case for appeal, but if there 
is:no other means Mr. Shearn will, after 
the contracts have been signed by Chair- 
man McCall, bring’ suit to have them set 
aside as illegal. 

The hearing is to be held to-morrow 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. The new Chair- 
man granted the hearing as the result 
of a formal application made to him by 
Mr. Shearn, both on his own account and 
on account of a number of other tax- 
payers whom he represented, primarily 
on the ground that the proposed contracts 
in their present form, having . been 
changed in approximately 300 particulars 
since the hearing upon the draft form, 
“many of the changes being of vital 
importance, were substantially new con- 
tracts.”

The first of these was the contention of

Justice Ingraham says: 

“The plaintiff or his counsel seem to 
think that in fixing that amount they 
(the Public Service Commissioners) were 
required to charge the corporation with 
a@ certain sum for the depreciation of the 
plant and care each year, but it is very 
evident that that was a matter for the 
determination of the Commissioners: Here 
Was a railroad operated and maintained 
out of its eaimmings. Its earnings were 
largely in excess of the cost of main- 
tenance and had, for the last two years, 
yielded a profit of over $6,000,000 a year. 
Whether in determining that net income 
a sum was to be allowed for depreciation, 
Was a question which clearly the Commis- 
tioners had to determine. 


Considered as a Bargain, 


“It must be assumed that the Commis- 
sioners had ascertained how much each 
year it was necessary to deduct from the 
earnings to maintain the system as it 
was, and that sum was, of course, de- 


ducted before fixing this amount of net 
earnings at $6,835,000 a year. 

*“ If the Commissioners have made a mis- 
take in the amount of this allowance, it is 
one clause of many of the contracts, some 
in favor of the railroad and some in favor 
of the city, and which, to justify this at- 
tack, it seems to me, must appear to be 
as a whole a waste or injury of the city 
property. It cannot be said that because 
One clause of the contract seems to be 
advantageous to the railroad, wpon which 
it: must be assumed that other clauses in 
faver of the city were agreed to, the 
whele contract should be condemned.” 

There was nothing the court held in 
atrry circumstance brought to its attention 
in reference to this matter to lead it to 
suprose that the Commissioners had. act- 
ed fraudulently of wastefully, so-it could 
not interfere. 

The second objection raised by Mr, 
Shearn that no public hearing had been 
held on the revised contracts was sum- 
Marily dismissed as ‘‘ frivolous.’ 

“hen the court turned to the objection 
to the sale of its bonds by the Interbor- 
ough at 9314 and found that Mr. Shearn 
had given it as his opinion that the pub- 
lic would subscribe for the bonds if of-
